There will 
be a conference Tuesday morning be- 
"tween Attorneys Latimer, Hewlett, 
Branch and myself, at which time we 
will determine further action on the 
part of Mr. Savage.” 

He stated that no decision had yet 
been reached as to whether Savage 
will appear before Judge Humphries 
Tuesday with an apology. It was 
further stated that Judge Humpbries 
failed to concede definitely that Sav- 
age would be released from jail upon 
making an epology in open court, 
but it was announced that this is 
the only purpose for which Savage 
can leave the jail until the expira- 
tion of the 10-day sentence. 


Savage drew the prison sentence as | 


an aftermath of the Alton Clay ali- 
mony suit Friday in which Judge 
Humphries ordered Clay to jail for 30 
days after the defendant stated that 
he would go to jail before he would 
pay alimony. ’ 

Clay is reported to have made a 
remark to this effect to a friend after 
he had been ordered to pay the ali- 
mony. Attorney Len B. Guillebeau, 
representing Mrs. Clay, overheard or 
had the remark reported to him. “He 
promptly informed Judge Humphries, 
who ordered the remark repeated. Clay 
is said to have hesitated. desiring to 
know if he was required to repeat the 
statement. and was told to do so. He 
drew the jail sentence but later 
paid the alimony and 
from service. 

Attorney Savage is said to have 
questioned Judge Humphries as to 
whether his client received the jail 
sentence as the result of. failure to 


pay alimony or for being in contempt | 


of court. Whereupon, Judge Hum- 
phries is said to have told Savage to 
return the following day and he would 
explain what he meant. 

Savage entered Judge Humphries’ 
office late Monday afternoon. There 
was a brief conversation. followed 
by a summons from Judge Humphries 
to a deputy sheriff, and an order that 
the attorney be placed in jail for 10 
days on a charge of contempt.

New York, November 12,—Broad- 
way’s brotherhood of street fakers— 
baving made the summer rounds of 
street carnivals and county fairs-- 
are back in town for winter, offering 
half price sox, trick penci magic 
corn salve and myriad other fanciiui 
trifles. 

Few know that these itinerant vend- 
ors came from the soil. ‘they are not 
the product of cities. They represent 
men who, in many cases, came to the 
city to do big things and, having fail- 
ed, turned to this rather difficuit way 
of making a :iving. 

So they enjoy the summer pilgrim- 
ages to the foothills, the peaceful 
valleys and prairies. They usually 
drift away from New York vowing 
never to return, but the city calls them 
back, for the city offers them that 
which they desire most—a chance to 
hide their identity. 

They are forced to bear the oppro- 
brium of “faker,” yet their graft is » 
gentle sort. They sell gee-gaws for 10 
cents and a quarter and their percent- 
age of profit is amazingly small. Men 
who are “fakers” in a much more 
violent form are not so stigmatized. 
They are often known as promoters 
and capitalists. 

I have talked with many “fakers.” 
Behind their mask of sophistication is 
a simple guile. They appear to me 
like boys caught in the jam closet—a 
bit ashamed but not exacthy sorry. 
Rarely do they marry, nor do they 
look out for the rainy day. 

People sometimes imagine it is a 
slim margin that separates the street 
fakers from the underworld This is 
far from true. Arrests among them 
are rare, and when arrested it is 
usually for some petty offense such as 
peddling without a license. 

They are indeed city: brothers to 
those fellov’s in a small town who are 
models of sobriety and honesty, yet 
rarely rise above the odd jobs the 
community offers. It is estimated 
that in New York there are more 
than 10,000 street fakers.

out man—a _  frefugee frum Russia 
whose family died victims of bolshevik 
wrath.

wounds. : 

Were it not for flies and other in- 
sect pests, dust and the accidental 
contact of various objects, the ideal 
management for any wound or sore 
would be exposure to the air. Indeed 
such management is found most suc- 
cessful in the treatment of large 
burns and other ulcers in institutions 
where it is applicable. Ordinarily 
some covering must be used to pre- 
tect the wound. The paraffin war 
treatment so much used for burns 
and large ulcers since the great war 
is a valuable one in the hands of 4 
surveon. For the layman applying 
first aid or attempting the manage- 
ment of a wound or sore at any time. 
a covering of some neutral, clean, 
nonadherent material is best. such 
asa coating of pretrolatum (petroleum 
jelly) which has been freshly boiled 
to sterilize it, or an impervious cover 
ing of flexible collodion if the wound 
surface is d:‘s enough for the col- 
lodion to stick upon the edges, or us 
few overlapning strips of unhandled 
adhesive plaster. 


In all treatment of cuts. wounds, 
burns, sores or ulcers which do not 
demand the care of a surgeon, the 
more rarely redressing is done the 
better for healing. If a wound or 
bura is clean and aseptically (not an- 
tiseptically) dressed, it is nsually best 
not to remove the dressing within 
a week. ov if possible not until] 10 
days. Following aseptic or clean op- 
erations, it is the general practice 
of surgeons nowadays not to change 
the dressing within a week or more 
after the operation. ;

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Need for Revision 
Of County Laws Regu- 
lating Jail Control 


Editor Constitution: We have read with 
much interest and appreciation, the editorial 
appearing in The Constitution the 
caption “Can This Be True?’ 

Under the law, the county jails of. Geur- 
gia fre entirely under the management end 
control of the local county governments and 
such imprevements and changés in the jails 
as @re now needed must come as the result 
of an awakened consciousness to the reed 
for better jails and better treatment of 
fall prisoners on the part of county offi- 
cials and the thoughtful citizens of each 
county. “The law. does not desirnate to the 
state prison commission any duties or re- 
sponsidilities respecting county jails and 
jail improvements whatsoever, so it is un- 
just to the prison commission of Georgia 
for the press and public to hold it respon- 
sible in any way for the condition of the 
jails. 

The state department of public welfare is 
charged by law to inspect the county jails 
either by members of ite staff or by io- 
cal jail visiting committees and to report 
the resuits of its findings to the governor 
and general assembly and to the county 
officials charged with the administration 
of the jails: and to publish and distribute 
educational literature about the jails for 
the purpose of assisting the county off!- 
cials to raise them to a higher and more 
humane standard. The department's cuties 
respecting the jails when summed up are 
‘‘strictiy visitorial and advisory, without 
administrative or executive powers.’ its 
task for the present is entirely educational. 

As is pointed out {to our pampbiet, “an 


analysis of ninety-five Georgia county 
jails,"’ there is a distinct need for a re- 
vision of the state laws governing our 
county jail system and 2 digest of a ‘‘sug- 
gested e of county jail iaws” is submit-

Al 
though the Germans at home pro- 
claimed the republic, they magnani- 
mously allowed Wilhelm to retain pos- 
session of his estates and the fruit 
and income thereof, That was a 
rather queer move for dyed-in-the- 
wool republicans. Next came Hin- 
demburg with his apologia for his ita- 
perial master. The kaiser was not 
guilty of the causes of the war, he 
still loved the German people. Hin- 
denburg had advised him to seek 
refuge in Holland for a time, Every 
week there were visitors at Doorn. 
Von Drensbruck, former foreign muin- 
ister; Von Bernstorff, former am- 
bassador to America, and Von Eulen- 
burg, all members of the military 
party. He kept in touch with affairs 
at home, so to speak. Now the time 
is ripe for his return. His people 
want him. They can’t agree on any 
of the available crop of kings, so they 
revert to their old love.

The editor of the,Cochran (Ga.) Journal puts his finger on the sore spot when in a re- 
cent editorial, he refers to the ‘wide margin between the producer and the consumer.” 


He tells the story of a Bleckley County farmer who sold a hog for ten cents per pound 
He traces its journey to the packing plant at Moultrie, Georgia; the shipment of 
a ham from that hog, in a carload with other hams, to a Chicago jobber; then back to a 
wholesale grocer in Georgia, who sold it to a retail grocer in Cochran; who in turn had it 
roasted in a baker’s oven and finally the original seller bought back as boiled ham at eighty 
cents per pound, what he had sold at ten cents per pound. 


It is interesting to note the freight rates on the movement described by the Cochran 


Cochran to Moultrie, Hogs, (carload) 22'4 cents per hundred pounds; Moultrie to 
Chicago, Hams, (carload) 94% cents; Chicago to Macon, Hams (carload) 78% cents;

Of the difference of 70 cents per pound between the price received by the producer and 
that paid by the consumer, freight rates are responsible therefore for exactly 2% cents 
Something else is responsible for the other 97 per cent
